CONTINUING ED ANNOUNCES FALL SCHEDULE 

The Gallaudet College Center for Con- 
tinuing Education will be offering 20 
courses this fall for deaf adults. 

The 20 course offerings are grouped 
into six areas of interest: Pathways to 
Achievement, You and Your World, House 
and Home, Hobbies and Skills, Wheels and 
Deals, and Body and Soul. 

The length of each course ranges from one 
two-hour session to two days a week for 12 
weeks. Fees for a majority of the courses 
are $10 or less. 

Classes are scheduled in various loca- 
tions throughout D.C., Maryland, and 
Virginia. 

The program is open to all hearing-impaired 


persons 18 years or older. Registration 
materials and other information can be 
obtained from the Center for Continuing 
Education in College Hall. 


COLLEGE FOR HEARING AID SPECIALISTS 


The world's first college for hearing 
aid specialists is to be completed within 
the next several months. Located in 
Lubeck, Germany, the college will 
annually enroll 150 students. 

The project has been jointly financed 
by the Association of German Hearing 
Aid Specialists, the Hearing Aid Industry 
Association in Germany, and local govern- 
ment authorities. The curriculum will 
include 3500 hours of training.
